RESERVATIONS. 

We have been, and still are, 
entirely sympathetic towards the 
pleas for distinctive European 
tesidential reservations. We 
would not deny others the right 
to have their reservations also. 
Our view is that people have a 
right ta live amongst their own 
kind, under conditions which 
give them the minimum of anuoy- 
ance add Ciscomfort. The ques- 
tion arises, however, whether or 


L|not .the ideal.can be attained 


without the neceasity for legis- 
lative action. There are 


i |@rourda for thinking that tha 


Government may be averse to 
specifically setting aside certain 
areas for the exclusive use of 
various sections of the com- 
munity. If’ that is 80, then the 
problem must be approached 
from nother’ angle. To that 
point we will return later. 


If we look at this question from 
the practical standpoint, we shall 
soon find that doubts arise as to 
the manuer in which the setting 
aside, by legislative enactment, of 
distinctive reservations will work 
out. To the European who wants 
to live amongst his own kind but 
who has not the. means to lay 


.;down a substantial sum in cash, 


such aniethod could make no great 
appeal. It might, and probably 
would, be appreciated by the man 
able to build for himself, but thia 
is not the class whose needs re- 
quire to be met by Government; 
Then, too, it is hardly pro- 
bable that epeculative builders 
would, say in a European re- 
servation, be willing to erect 
bouses' for others,: because tha 
same return might not be secur:

Wa do not 
see why it should. But ifit does, 
then we may as well write down 
the demand for a European re- 
servation s¢ so much cant and 
hypocrisy. 


Fiji's Protest. 

An interesting, ‘and important, 
point of constitutions! practice 
has arise over the contraversy be- 
tween the Colonial Office and the 
Fiji legislature. It willberemem- 
bered that the Home authorities 
granted what practically meant 
special preference to a augar com- 
pany in that Colony without con- 
sulting the local legislators, Non- 
Government members of the Fiji 
Legislative Council were naturally, 
concerned over this subjugation 
‘of their rights, and the affair bas 
led to a question in the House 
of Commons. The -reply—that 
“if an emergency arose in. fu- 
ture the adoption of emergency 
measures might be necessary, 
but naturally constitutional pro- 
cedure would be followed ia all 
possible circumstances"—can be 
termed the reverse of satisfactory. 
A matter of this kind is of special 
interesttos Colony like Hongkong, 
which is ruled over (nominally, of 
course) by a Legislative Council. 
Without the right to elect Coun- 
cil representatives, and with an 
Official majority, the people ia 
the end depend on Government 
magnanimity. Fortunately this 
power possessed by the authorities 
is hardly ever likely to be abused, 
but the case of Fiji illustrates 
the possibilities’ whenevar the 
Colénial Office might see fit to 
declare a state of “ emergency.”’ 
Probably wea bave not heard. the 
last of the matter. 


America in World Affairs. 
Itis decidedly gratifying fo read 
of President Harding's sturdy de- 
fence.of the United States’ partici- 
pationin the Couttof [International 
Justice. He denied that it would 
be tantamount to entry into the 
League of "Nations, and strictly 
‘speaking this is so; but what it 
teally means is just as much the 
edtry of America into interna- 
tional discussions, where she can 
put her weight on the side of right 
against might and see fair play. 
The League of Nations might by 
now have become a force to 
reckon with had the United Statas 
joined it. America wields an jg- 
fluence in world affairs: additional 
to that arising from her position 
asa groat Power—theindefinabla 
moral influence which bas arisen 
from the habit of regarding heras 
the Jand.of liberty and equal op- 
portunity for all.’
